great hardships 

poor people, especially now that 
the rainy season is over, and our 
reservoirs ate far from being full. 
TheGorernmentcould first satisfy 
itself that « well is not contamin- 
ated by sewage or other matters 
before allowing it to be re-opened, 
and can also hring all wells ander 
strict control. As I said at 
the Sanitary Board meating when 
moving the resolution, tha Chin- 
ese donot drink water that hss 
not been boiled. and they could be 
warned to use well-w ater for wash- 
ing porposes only. More water 
is used for wasbing than driok- 
ing, and so the wells, if opened, 
sbould considerably relieve the 
heavy drain upon our existing 
Hirnited supply from the reser- 
voirs. I wish ito be understood 
that my suggestion is merely so 
expedient to lessan the hard- 
ships .on the people, and rot 
a substitation for any per 
maneat scheme for increas- 
ing the water-supply, which 
is necessary for our increased 
and increasing popolatios. 

Our Pood Supplies. 

Last year, speaking apoo the 
draft Estimates for 1922, the lste 
Mr. Lao Chu-pak mentioned & 
certain scheme for reclaiming & 
tract of submerged land in & 
certain part of the New Territor 
ies for the purpose of grow- 
ing paddy thet should soffice 
to meet all locale demands 
for five or six montha ip 
the year, thus rendering Hong- 
kong less dependent upon outside 
sources forthe supply of. rice. 
The last general strike in this 
Colony has proved the, wisdom 
of'his suggestion. I think that, 
profiting by the experience 
gained from that .strike, the 
Government should encourage 
as much as possible the cultiva- 
tion in the New Territories 

rice and vegetables, 
and = the establishment of 
poultry farms, so the Hongkong 
may not depend to the extent it 
now does, upon the outside for 
ita food supply. 

Labour Agitators. 

My Chinese colleague and I 
endorse the remarks of the Senior 
Unofficial: Member in regard to 
labour guilds and unions. While 
we sympathise with the legitimate 
aspirations cf the lsbourer for 
the betterment of his living 
conditions, we consider 
that unscrupalous persons sbould 
not be allowedto trade apon the 
credulity aod ignorance of the 
simple Isbourers. In my view, 
such legislation as ie suggested 
by the senior vnofficial member is 
for the real good of the honest 
and Jaw-abiding workink men.° 

Stricter toeesures should be 
adopted for  preventiog® the 
smoggling of arms and emmuni- 
tion into the Colony. I balieve 
that about threo years. 8go 
Mr. Ho Fook spoke up 
on this important subject 
io this Council, and since then 
the situation has become worse 
1 know that it ia no easy matter 
to detdct arms sorreptitiously 
introduced into the Colony, but 
the public éxpect to see better 
results, even though the Force 
may have to be further increased 
for the purpose.

THE COMING ELECTION. 


Mr. Lloyd George Defines His Attitude. 
(Reuter’s, Seretoa.) \ 
. _ . London, October $5. 
Mr. Lloyd Goarge, addressing 250 National Liberal M.P.’s and 
candidates at the Hotel Victoria, dofined the attitude of the National 
Liberals towards the various parties, Ho said it. was nocessary to 
tesist the Socialists’ declaration of relentleas war. The attitude of 
the National Liberals towards the Independent Liberals had bean - 
determined by tho latters’ declaration of war and their attack on 
thirty National Liberal saats. He accused the Independent Liberals 
of concerniag themselves less with principle than with piqass, He 
deprecated factious opposition to the naw Government, bat sald ik 
was for the Conservatives to decide the. attitude of the two parties. 
Nevertheless, if “ Die-Hard™ candidates were put up, directly or 
indirectly, to attack National Liberal seats, they would bave no 
alternative but to spread war—(Cheers}. This was regarded by the 
sudience asa plain warning to Mr, Bonar Law not to oppose 
National Liberals, - ‘ . 
. ™“ Britain First and Party Second.” 

Mr. Lloyd Gearge defined bis polioy as ° Britain firat and Patty 
second.” He exhorted his followers to help and not to hinder any 
Governmant, to refrain from unfair criticism and to co-operate in A 
policy of peace and co-operation with tha Allies, while refusing to 
allow Britain tobe tied to the chariot of any other land—{Cheera) 
He instanced the Straits, declaring that had we committed the policy 
entirely to the Allies, the freedom of the Straits would. have been 
kone. He emphasised the need of co-operation betwean capital and 
labour and tha encouragement of agriculture. While he opposad 
artificial stimulants to trade, certain aids were legitimate, for in- 
stance, the Trade Facilities Act, which beclasimad had been most 
successful io assisting trade abrasd and in the Dominions and India. 

Parties With “ Fanatical Tails ". ; 

Mr. Llord George said that when the crisis came, the Gorera-. 
ment were considering a schema for considerably extending the use 
of British credit for Imperial development, which it was in:ended to 
sabmit to Parliament in November. He said the surest trade was 
trade with the British Empire. He concluded by paying « tribute 
to Mr. Bonar Law and the Labourit?s, Mr. Clynes, Mr. Handerson 
and Mr. Thomas, but ssid the danger cf both parties was that they 
possessed fanatical tails ; hence the necessity of a party which was 
strong enougb to keep the Government in a middle course until 
Britain emerged from her difficulties, Incidentally, he attacked Afr. 
McKenna, whom be accused of being chiefly responsibls for the 
Liberal! split in 1916, when he professad exaggerated loyalty to bis 
chief, whom he now deserted. -

JAPAN'S COPPER INDUSTRY. *. 
The Osaka Arsenal has made a 


~ALncorparated ia U.8.A) > gantract for the" purchase of S007" 


tons_of electrolytic copper at the 
price of Y42. 1483 from the Amano 
Shoten. As the quantity ia not 
very large, it is not thought that 
the transaction at such a low 
price will have any influence on 
the genersl trend of the copper 
market, but as. transactions in 
copper have almost ceased. it 
will certainly encourage dealers, 


“TSince the impart doty on copper 


increased, in April this Fear, six 
months have already elapsed but 
the market remains depressed, 
This shows that many unfavour- 
able factors exist to prevent its 
improvement. One of the most 
important uefavourable factors is 
probably the latge speculative 
imparts of foreign copper before 
the import duty, was increased. 
According to the -lscdi, the 
monthly output of electrolytic 
copper in this country is estimat- 
ed at 4,500 tons, while the average 
consumption of cepper amounts 
to5,000tons atthemost Itissaid 
thattheconsumption of copper has 
decreased to lessthan tbe monthty 
amount of production of Iste, and 
it is quite natural that the market 
price should fall. It appearsthat 
the copper-mine owners bave been 
beaten. Japan was the second’ 
largest producer of copper before 
the war, but the boom in prices 
during the war so enraptured the 
mine-owners that they have been 
able to think of nothing else 
since. They made continusus 
efforts to maintain the price and 
at Jast induced a subservient 
Government, on the plea of 


‘bmilitary necessity, to. raise the 


duty on foreign copper The idea 
was to abandon the foreign trade 
and bleed home consumers, but the 
attempt haa filed owing to the 
decrease in the demand at home. 
Efforts to find a market hava re- 
sulted in failing prices and thus 
the copper-mine owners are nc 
detter.off thao before. Increased 
efficiency and a reduction in the 
cost of production hare to be 
sought after all. 

COAL MARKETS. 
‘Japanese coal mine owners 
having restricted the output of 
coa) duricg the past eigbteen 
months, the prise of coal. which 
ought to drop during the summer 
proved tobe higher than daring 
last winter and spring. Tre av- 
tumoseason having now started, 
the price of coal remains firm. 
First class dust coal (6,500 
calories} 18° quoted at Y95 per 
10.000 kin, second class dust coal 
{6,200 calories) at. Y&5 or Y85, 
and third class dust'coal (6,000 
calories) at ¥80 with an opward 
tandency. On September 20th. 
the coal remaining in the coal 
depots along the Ajikawsz, Osaka, 
amounted to 57,650 tons, showing | 
a decrease by 25,450 tons as com-: 
pared with ten days before. -The 
decrease was due to the fact that 
the mine owners, who expectsome 
further improvement in the price 
of coal owing to the increase in 
demand, were reluctant to seft. 
the stocks and intentionally da- 
layed forwarding coal to thevari- - 
ons ports, in order to await 
forther decrease of stocks.
